RELIGIOUS SECTS. 


BAPTISTS, or Antipadobap- 
tifis, This denomination claim 
an immediate defcent from the 
apofiles; and afflert, that the con- 
ftitution of their churches is 
from the authority of Jesus 
Curist himfelf, and his im- 
mediate fucceflors. Others af- 
firm they firft fprang up in Ger- 
many in the fixteenth century: 
Theif tenets and arguments are 
as follow : 

ft. That thofe who actually 
profefs repentance towards God, 
faith in, and obedience to our Lord 
Jefus, are the only proper /ub- 
jects of baptif{m ; aud that immer- 
fian is neceflary to the due admin- 
ifiration ot that ordinance. 

For, fay they, John the firft 
adminiftrator ot that ordinance, 
preached the dapt:/m of repentance, 
and required repentance previous 
to baptijm. Mat. iii. 2, 5, 6, 8- 
See toe iv. 1. Jefus firft made 
difciples, andthen baptized them 
or ordained them to be baptized , 
and with his practice agrees the 
commiifion he gave in Matthew 
XkVitt. 19. Mark xvi. 16. Sce 
Agts viii. 37. and other paffages 
of {cripture where repentance and 
Faith are mentioned as neceflary 
in order to dbaptifm.

The conclufion 
then is obvious, that they who 
are not formed anew in righti- 
oufnefs, holine{s and truth ; they 
who are remaining in the prefent 
incapacities cannot walk in new 
nefs of life, have not been baptiz~ 
ed into Chrift, have not that bap- 
tifm which is the anfwer of a goad 
confcience towards Ged, which is 
the only dapti/m that faves us: 
and as this is the cafe of children, 
they are not proper fubje&ts of 
that ordinance.

with him in baptifm—from the rift 
admini{trators repairing to riv- 
ers, and the praéti:* of the pri- 
mitive church after the apo/les. 

II. The Baptifts in general, 
(Jike many other fe&s} refufe 
to communicate with other de- 
nominations, 

As immerfion is effential to 
bapti{m, fo baptifm is neceffary 
previous to receiving the Lord’s 
Supper ; therefore it would be 

incont. tent 
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inconfitant for them to admit 
unbaptized perfons to join with 
them in this ordinance. They 
all unite in pleading for univer- 
fal liberty of confeience—for, the 
facred rights of confcience are un- 
alienable, and fubje& to no con- 
troul butthat of the Deity. For 
it does not appear that God has 
given fuch authority to one man 
over another, as to compel any 
one to his religion. Nor can a- 
ny fuch power be vefted in the 
magiftrute by confcent of the 
peopie ; becaufe no man can fo 
far abandon the care of his own 
falvation as blindly to leave it to 
the choice of any other, whether 


prince or fubje&, to profcribe 
to him what faith or worthip he 
fhall embrace; 1 

The care of fouls cannot be- 
long to the civil magiltrate, be- 
caufe his power confilts only in 
outward force, but true and fav- 
ing religion confifts in the in- 
ward perfuafion of the mind,&c. 
the power of civil government 


relates to mens civil intereft, and | 


things of this world. The Bad- 
tifts, exclaim againit the civil’ 
authority compelling people to 
fupport minifters ; but they en- 
join it on their churches as am 
incumbent duty, to afford their 
minifters a comfortable fupply.
